Y grad authors book on U.S. health care problems

A BYU graduate is hoping his book 
will help Americans heal their 
nation’s health care wounds. 

Charles Kofoed, an independent 
insurance agent from Centerville, 
recently released his book. “Freeing 
the True American Hostages, 
National Health Care: Panacea or 
Pandora’s Box?” to help Americans 
judge the desirability of President 
Clinton’s health care plan. 

“The missing link in the health care 
debate is the responsibility of the 
individual consumers to not abuse the 
system,” Kofoed said. “Americans are, 
not being told that they share the 
blame in the health care mess.” 

Kofoed says his 10 years of experi- 
ence in the insurance industry shows 
that eight out of 10 health care claims 
stem from what he calls “lifestyle 
related conditions,” meaning too 
much smoking or drinking, or not 
exercising properly. 

“One thing I’ve found is that con- 
sumers do not know how fo take care 
of themselves; they don’t even know 
how to treat the common coid,” he

Farr gives final farewell to BYU students, faculty

Farr thanked many of the key people 
in VOICE’s history and said that they 
make changes on this campus that 
will make differences in women’s 
lives.

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Clinton pushes health-care reform in Midwest 


TOPEKA, Kan. — President Clinton pushed his health-care reform plan in 
the Midwest Thursday and called on all sides to “cut down on the rhetoric, turn 
up the action.” 

Clinton opened a two-day Midwestern swing before an enthusiastic crowd of 
Kansans crammed into a Topeka airport hangar by denouncing a Washington 
culture where “every debate took on more rhetoric than reality and shed more 
heat than light.” 

Clinton insisted the United States can do better than its current health-care 
system, which leaves 58 million uninsured and millions more under-insured or 

- -afraid to change jobs. 
“Instead of paralyzing extremism, what this country pas is moderate 
-aggressive progressivism by people who are dedicated to getting together and 
* -getting things done,” he said. “Cut down on the rhetoric, turn up the action, put 
people first and move the country forward.” 

Clinton declared: “If we cool the rhetoric and talk about the facts and have 

practical and compassionate approaches to this, we will solve this problem.” 


Alzheimer’s research points to possible cure 


WASHINGTON — Scientists have long suspected brain lesions cause. the 
memory loss that characterizes Alzheimer’s disease. Now research suggests 
brain cells are sabotaged much earlier by the same tell-tale protein responsible 
for the lesions. 

The finding is important because hopes of a cure for Alzheimer’s lie-in catch- 
ing the killer immediately after it appears. 

“If we can understand what is happening in the cellular process early enough 
... We may move closer to learning how to intervene and halt the deadly pro- 
gression,” said Dr. Patricia Grady of the National Institutes of Health, where 
colleagues performed the research. “This study points us in that direction.” 

More than 4 million Americans are believed to have Alzheimer’s, which 
gradually wipes out the memory and kills 100,000 annually. 


FedEx plane lands after flight crew attacked 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — A Federal Express DC-10 was forced to land at 
Memphis on Thursday after an employee attacked and injured the flight crew. 

The Federal Express employee attacked three crew members with a claw 
hammer, a spear gun and a knife, said Jerry McMichael, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Memphis Shelby County Airport Authority. 

Although wounded, the three crew members managed to wrestle their attacker 
to the floor and land the plane, McMichael said. 

“The three crew members did one heck of a job landing the aircraft. It was a 
miracle they were able to land,” McMichael said. 

Three people taken to the Regional Medical Center were listed in critical con- 
dition and a fourth was in non-critical condition, said Rick Roberts, the hospi- 
tal’s public relations manager. 


Plans for Uranium dump anger Coloradans 


SALT LAKE CITY — Colorado’s proposal to put a uranium tailings dump 
next to Colorado River tributary had many Utahns angry about the possibility 
that radioactive runoff could make its way into Utah. 

Now, it’s Colorado’s turn to be environmentally indignant toward its neigh- 
bor. 

The Utah Air Quality Board has given preliminary approval to a Utah power 
plant to increase its sulfur-dioxide (SO2) emissions to 3,000 tons per year — 
more than four times its current SO2 output of 700 tons. 

Most of that air pollution would blow into Colorado. 

The owners of the 400-megawatt Bonanza 1 coal-fired generating plant near 
the border in Uintah County want to amend their air-quality permit so they can 
burn coal that has a higher sulfur content.

Man accused of driving drunk 
to be tried for death of teen

SALT LAKE CITY — A man 
charged with killing a high school 
student while driving drunk has been 
ordered to stand trial on a count of 
automobile homicide. 

After a preliminary hearing, 3rd 
Circuit Judge Philip Palmer said 
Wednesday that there was sufficient 
evidence to believe Paul Guy 
Bredehoft was drunk when his car 
struck and killed Sean Adkins, 17, on 
March 1. 

Bredehoft, 39, who has had Six 
drunken-driving convictions since 
1981, remains jailed with bail set at 
$100,000. 

Adkins and several friends were on 
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“When our faith is considered so 
weak that we can’t take some ques- 
tioning, if there really are things we 
can’t talk about, that’s not a universi- 
ty,” she said.

Farr said she tried many times to 
find out from BYU administration 
exactly what she did wrong. 

“Somehow they conceived in their 
heads that I wasn’t a good enough 
Mormon to be here,” Farr said. 

When her three-year review came, 
she said the English Department gave 
her a “glowing recommendation.” She 
said that if it were up to them, she 
would still be employed at BYU. 

“There were no flaws with my 
teaching, my scholarship or my citi- 
zenship,” she said. 

Farr’s recommendation for discon- 

tinuance, approved by the administra- 
tion, cited shortcomings in the three 
standard areas of review: scholarship 
and publishing, teaching and citizen- 
ship. 
-She said additional reviews of her 
scholarly articles went from good to 
bad to the administration’s review cit- 
ing that the articles were “inadequate 
in number and quality.” 

She said that immediately associa- 
tions with her colleagues and stu- 
dents, which were very important to 
her, turned negative. 

“I felt ’'d done everything I’d done 
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their way to a basketball game when 
their car got a flat tire. They pulled 
into the emergency lane at the I-15 
northbound collector near 2400 South 
and were trying to change the tire 
when Adkins was killed. 

Witnesses said Bredehoft’s car was

Bredehoft admitted he had consumed 
six drinks, mostly beer, Peterson said.

“I am really happy about the job, but 
I guess I’m not quite happy yet about 
leaving,” she said.

Provo Police to enforce rule against off-road vehicles in foothills

Provo Chief of Police Swen C. Nielsen said 
that officers will immediately start issuing cita- 
tions to enforce violations of a provision that 
. makes use of off-road vehicles in the Provo 


foothill area illegal. 


“Warnings have been relied on with relatively 
little success; consequently, citations will be

issued beginning this year,” Nielsen said. 

The current change is in response to action 
taken by Provo Municipal Council last August 
that established policies to discourage the visual 
scarring of the hillside and provided enforce- 
ment of laws relating to unlawful activity in the 


foothills. 


Chief Nielsen served on a committee that 
developed recommendations that lead to the 
adoption by the Provo Municipal Council of the 


“Foothills Policy Plan”. 

“Tt very quickly became clear to all members 
of the committee that we could not allow the 
continuing erosion of the foothills caused by 
vehicular damage to the fragile soils of the 
foothills,’ Nielsen said. “If one looks at recent 
photos and compares them to earlier ones, the 
erosion and scarring is dramatically apparent.” 

The action has also been supported by the U.S. 
Forest Service under a special order. that pro- 


hibits the use of motorized vehicles on Forest 
Service lands located in the Provo foothills. 

Police said that travel maps that provide infor- 
mation regarding open off-road vehicle areas are 
available from the Forest Service. : 

The maps can be obtained from the Forest 
Service office at 88 W. 100 North in Provo.

Tonight, the films will be shown at 8 
p.m. and Saturday at 7 and 9:30 p.m. 
Both nights will be in the JSB 
Auditorium. 

The showcase is free to BYU stu- 
dents with current I.D. Students can 
bring a guest or their immediate fami- 
ly free as well, and non-students. can 
attend for $1. 

“Making student films can be a real 
self-purging process,” said Adam 
Anderegg, a senior in film from 
Spokane, Wash. The showcase comes 
as a culmination of a year of self-dis- 
covery and personal development. 


Anderegg’s short film, “Coming , 


Around,” contrasts a father looking at 
his infant son through the glass wall 
of a nursery, and the same son, then 
an adult, looking at his father in 
prison through another but similar 
glass window. aie 

“The film is about the first step in 
breaking down barriers,” he said. 
“But the message is. not outright — it 
should allow the audience to think 
and examine their own life.” 

The showcase is a forum for senior 
students — as required by the Film 
Department program — to preview 
their films, and for. other underclass- 
men to highlight outstanding films 
made throughout the year. 

“Overall, the quality of these student 
films is excellent,” said Tom Lefler, 
the film program coordinator. 
“There’s a broader selection of work 
than we’ve ever seen before.” 

“There is so much variety this year,” 
added April Chabries, the film pro- 
gram administrative assistant. “There 
should be something here that can 
appeal to anybody.” 

Chabries said that a number of dif- 
ferent styles are making their pre- 
miere at the showcase this year. 
Including typical theatrical, or “narra- 
tive” films, students will be present- 
ing experimental films, a music video, 
science-fiction films, as well as black 
and white and silent projects. 

Other films include four documen- 
taries, two “claymation” animated 
films, and even a Western using 
35mm film — the size used in most 
theatrical releases. 

Senior films are given first priority, 
but other student films are selected 
through a committee of three faculty 
and three student members. 

One film, “Eight minutes at 325 
Degrees,” combines live-action with 
claymation. The film, by senior Todd 
Wahlquist from Dumfries, Va., con- 
cerns a young boy imagining his 
chocolate chip cookies coming to life 
— and the humorous results that fol- 
low. 

Senior film student Shaun 
Jorgensen, from Salt Lake City, hopes 
his film, “The Serendipity Swing,” 
will serve to uplift his audience. 
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The film illustrates the struggle of a 
young boy and his fear of jumping 
from a moving swing — serving as a 
parable of the human experience, and 
perhaps Jorgensen’s own personal 
filmmaking experiences. 

“The film serves as a metaphor for 
believing in ourselves,” he said. 

The. showcase, Jorgensen said, is 
“really what filmmaking is all about. 
To be a filmmaker one has to make 
films, to have a venue where people 
can watch and react to your work.” 

“The film is a happy film. It’s a fun 
film,” he said. “I hope the audience is 
uplifted by it.” 

As part of the showcase, a number 
of film professionals are invited to 
attend.

New faces don’t stop Rockies’ slow s

During the off-season, the Colorado 
Rockies made some important trans- 
actions to enhance their chances of 
winning the 1994 National League 
West Division. 

But after two games with the 
Philadelphia Phillies, the Rockies are 
still struggling for their first win. 

The first big transaction during the 
break came when the Rockies signed 
infielder/outfielder Howard Johnson 
to a one-year contract. 

Johnson, 33, spent much of his 1993 
season with the Mets on the disabled 
list with a viral infection and a broken 
thumb. In his nine years with the 
Rockies, Johnson became the all-time 
leader in games played at third base 
(836), while ranking second in 
homers (192), RBIs (629), stolen 
bases (202), extra-base hits (429), 
runs (627) and doubles (214). 

But in two games with the Rockies 
Johnson is 0-8 at the plate with only 
one run scored. He also committed a 
three-run error in left field on Jim 
Eisenreich’s line drive before 72,470 
Rockies’ fans on opening day. 

On December 1, 1993 the Rockies 
obtained outfielder Ellis Burks from 
the Chicago White Sox and signed 
him to a three-year deal. During the 
“93 season he hit .275 in 146 games 
for the A.L. West champion White 
Sox, He ranked third on the team in 


164 West Gunter St. 


RBIs with 74 and ranked fourth in 
home runs at 17. 

Burks’ first at-bat as a Rockie 
resulted in a second-inning homer. He 
had another hit in the opener to go 2- 
4. 

He went 1-3 with one run in the sec- 
ond game against the Phillies. 

On January 7, 1994, the Rockies 
added infielder Walt Weiss to their 
roster. Weiss was acquired from the 
Florida Marlins after having his first 
complete year since 1988. 

With the Marlins, Weiss accom- 
plished career-best marks if hits (133) 
and walks (79). He finished the sea- 
son with only a .266 batting average,

However, now even that opportunity 
has been left unfulfilled after Erin, a 


freshman, suffered a season-ending 
knee injury earlier this season. 

“Tt has been disappointing not being 
able to play with her,” Combe said. 

The loss of Erin has also been disap- 
pointing to Coach Lynette Bird, but 
she is happy about having Jill. 

“Jill is excellent defensively and she 
is a great hitter,” Bird said. “She is 
our best all-around player.” 

Combe has helped her team to a 17- 
3 record by batting .411 and leading 
the team in extra base hits and RBIs;

Hiskey said that according to the 
1994 Economic Report to the 
Governor, Utah has the highest job- 
growth rate in the nation.

Clinton urged to diversify 
Court to reflect population

WASHINGTON — Justice Harry 
A. Blackmun’s retirement will give 
America the youngest Supreme Court 
in a half-century, and some court- 
watchers are urging President Clinton 
to aim for one that will more closely 
reflect the country’s diverse popula- 
tion. 

“I wish he’d pick a black manor a 
black woman” to provide a more lib- 
eral counterpart to conservative 
Justice Clarence Thomas, said 
American University law professor 
Herman Schwartz. 

Clinton should choose a Hispanic to 
reflect that group’s growing share of 
the U.S. population, Rep. Jose 
Serrano, D-N.Y., chairman of the 
Congressional Hispanic Caucus, 
wrote in a letter to the president. 

Clarke Forsythe of Americans 
United for Life said Clinton should 
choose someone who does not seek to 
legislate from the bench as a replace- 
ment for the retiring Blackmun, the 
court’s most liberal member. 

Rex Lee, a former U.S. solicitor 
general, argued against trying to fill 
any particular demographic. slot. The 
Supreme Court is a non-political 
branch of government and has no 
obligation to reflect the population, he 
said. 

“What it should look like is the very 
best talent that is available in the legal 
community,” said Lee, who served in 
the Reagan administration and now is 
president of Brigham Young 
University. 

Senate Majority Leader George 


Mitchell, D-Maine, is high on 
Clinton’s list of possible nominees. 
He’s 60. Another possible nominee, 
U.S. District Judge Jose Cabranes, 53, 
of Connecticut, would be the court’s 
first Hispanic.

at welfare, Social Security, Medicare 
and Medicaid. Why will health care 
be any different?” 

Kofoed’s book puts much of the 
blame for high health care costs 
directly on the consumer. Doctors 
have to do between five and 10 extra 
tests just as a backup for them so they 
can’t be sued for malpractice, he said. 
This type of defensive medicine 
increases health care costs. 

“People are fond of saying that 
attorneys sue doctors for malpractice, 
which raises the doctor’s malpractice 
insurance and those costs get passed 
on to the patients,” he said. “But 
attorneys don’t sue doctors, people 
sue doctors and use attorneys to do 
it.” 

But consumers aren’t the only ones 
to blame, he said. Part of the problem 
rests with the government. . 

“Part of the problem of high costs 
right now is that doctors have to make 
up their losses from treating Medicare 
and Medicaid patients,” he said. 
“Regular patients are overcharged to 
pay for the bills that these federal pro- 
grams don’t cover.” 

The government plans now dis- 
count, on the average, 55 cents for 
every dollar charged, he said. For 
example, a bill sent for $10,000 
would only receive $4,500 from the 
government. 

Unlike many who condemn the 
Clinton plan but provide no alterna- 
tive, Kofoed does have some solu- 
tions to solve the crisis. 

Kofoed suggests having state gov- 
ernments require insurance companies 
to insure those with pre-existing con- 
ditions. Each company in the state 
would be required to insure a certain 
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number of people who were previous- 
ly without insurance. 

Another solution is to have those on 
Medicaid begin paying premiums so 
they will be more responsible for their 
health care. 

“Just giving someone medical insur- 
ance does not make them responsible 
for their health,” he said. 

Kofoed suggests having private 
insurance carriers be responsible for 
the first $3,000 to $5,000 in Medicaid 
costs. This would allow the private 
carriers to collect from Medicaid 
patients for frivolous costs.

Orton backs Head Start 
to help kids finish first

After visiting Head Start facilities in 
Provo Thursday, Representative Bill 
Orton said he wanted to make Head 
Start available for all eligible chil- 
dren. 

Due to a lack of facilities, Head 
Start cannot currently accommodate 
all the children eligible for the pro- 
gram. It serves approximately 40 per- 
cent of the eligible community 
according to a 1990 government cen- 
sus of the county, said Rudy 
Anderson, Mountainland Head Start 
Director. He said they serve 654 low- 
income families throughout Utah, 
Wasatch and Juab counties. 

Nationwide enrollment of Head 
Start during 1993 was 713,903, 
according to 1994 Project Head Start 
statistics. Utah had 3,822 of those 
children in their program. 

“Tt is interesting that every year we 
expand, but when we start enroll- 
ments for the next year, we always 
end up with a waiting list of 100 chil- 
dren,” Anderson said. 

This year, there were 200 children 
on the waiting list. Eighty children 
were admitted to the program during 
winter, so there are more than 100 
children now eligible who cannot par- 
ticipate in the program, Anderson 
said. 

“Clearly there are challenges with 
resources and facilities. The facilities 
could be improved and expanded,” 
Orton said. 

Head Start often uses school dis- 
tricts’ surplus space. The situation of 
facility use is different at every loca- 
tion, he said. 

“With a booming economy and 
housing of every kind being in such 
short supply, we simply can’t rely on 
surplus space of school districts or 
even commerce anymore,” Anderson 


said. “It seems like the time is right 
for the children of our nation’s poor 
to be in environments that are safe, 
clean, permanent and dignified.” 

Anderson said they will complete 
four additional classrooms at the 
Head Start center for next fall. 

“That will facilitate and get rid of a 
little of the congestion,” said Kim 
Kitteridge, a Head Start teacher. : 

Anderson said another concern is 
teachers’ salaries. 

“Head Start staff salaries are about 
one-third lower than school district 
salaries. Our target is to someday be 
equal with school districts in what we 
pay,” he said. : 

Head Start employed a paid staff of 
129,800 during 1993. There were 
1,157,000 volunteers, according to 
Head Start statistics. 

The main purpose of Head Start is 
to provide comprehensive services to 
low-income families. These services 
are aimed at improving the overall 
developmental progress of children, 
preventing deficiencies, increasing 
parental knowledge of their children, 
enhancing parents’ skill in dealing 
with their children and strengthening 
the family unit. 

Kitteridge said the program tries to 
give children a sense of self-worth 
and self-esteem so they can perform 
well and be comfortable in a later 
school environment. 


The income of 67 percent of Head 


Start families is less than $9,000 year- 
ly and 83 percent have incomes of 
less than $12,000, according to Head 
Start statistics. 

The reauthorization of Head Start is 
pending in Congress. “I think there is 
no question that Head Start will be 
reauthorized and will be increased,” 
Orton said. 


Since the program’s inception in - 


1965, it-has served 13,854,000 chil- 
dren.
